IS COMMUNISM A JOK E? 


A political reporter on a Philadelphia newspaper. 
in writing his roundup of the present campaign, dismisses 
the issue of Communism in the following humorous 
fashion: 
"The Republicans are against Communism, . . . 
"Governor Martin s presentation of the anti­ 
communist cause is not far removed from the 
evangelistic enthusiasm of the late Billy Sunday. . . . 
", . . at the end the audience stands IOO per 
cent against Communism, which is probably where 
it stood before." 
Perhaps the first question raised by these comments 
is that of taste. Is the subject of Communism a joke? Is 
it, in the words of Gilbert and Sullivan, merely "a source 
of innocent m errim ent?" 
O r is it one of those deadly serious matters, such as 
cancer, suicide, hanging, and the like, where "good 
form " draws the line against mockery and witticisms? 
Very few patriotic Americans will find anything 
especially funny about the thought that the century and 
three-quarters of time, and the hundteds of thousands of 
human lives it has cost to make the United States what 
she is today, are to be wasted by throwing o u r free people 
into a shabby and foredoomed experiment iii huropean 
collectivism. 
The possible death of the American principle of tr e e 
dom at the hands of the Communists would he tragedy 
rather than comedy, in the minds of most. 
There is just a hit of smart .deck quality in lite news­ 
paper passage quoted above, which rev< als mm Ii mon* 
self-satisfaction with one s own opinions than Inkiness 
in putting those opinions iii plain words, 
The reporter seems to he saying, between the lines: 
"O f course all of us better informed people know 
that this talk of Communism is the old malarkey. I here s 
nothing to it but Republican hokum."
